Plan which is intended to reduce loss of life, injuries, and damage to property resulting from natural 

and human-caused public safety hazards including flooding, geologic and seismic hazards, fire,  

traffic hazards and crime. New legislation requires the Safety Element to include climate change  

adaptation and environmental justice policies for disadvantaged communities.
